Potential inmates of the Hastings 
County House of Refuge will be ad- 
mitted in the future on thirty days. 
probation. They will be examined by’ 
the institution medical officer and if 
found to be suitable will be allowed 
to remain. If not they’ will be exam-~ 
ined by two physicians and the reeve 
of the Municipality: from which 
they come notified to have them re- 
moved to another institution withiir’ 
& reasonable time. 

The above was embodied in a mo- 
tion passed by Hastings County 
Council on Thursday following tfie | 
reading of the annual rpeort on the’ 
House of Refuge by Chairman of the: 
Committee; Reeve A. A. Harvey, itr 
which the committee recommended 
an examination of present inmates: 
with regard to their suitability; and 
the advisability of a mental and? 
physical check on: those recommend- 
ed for admission to: the institution in 
the future. 

There was considerable discussiom 
on the question before the motior 
was finally passed. Reeve Wm. Linn, 
Marmora, declared that’ many munic~ 
ipalities send these aged people to 
the County Home because it is cheap~ 
er. 

A Dumping Ground’

Anti-Freeze 


As a fruit of the largest chem- 
wrgic experiment so far under- 
taken in Canada, scientists of the 
National Research Council now 
are turning out butylene glycol— 
a superior ant-freeze—as a  by- 
product of wheat in a pilot plant 
overlooking the Rideau river. 

Butylene glycol can be broken 
down chemically into several 
other useful substances, and re- 
search into these possibilites now 
is going on. . 

The plant produces 10 pounds of 
butylene glyco and six pounds of 
ethyl alcohol from a bushel of 
wheat. 

At one stage. of the work the 
investigators dug into a garden 
while a temperature of 80 degrees 
below zero prevailed to find a 
bacillus capable of fermenting wheat 
rapidly and directly. yi 8e4 

They developed a strain called 
Aerobacillus polymyxa which . cut 
the fermentation period from 10 
days to three days. 

A noteworthy feature of the ex- 
traction process is that off-grade or 
damaged wheat can be used, and 
such varieties offen contain more 
atarch and hence are.more desirable 
than ‘premium grades.

By Kenneth R. Wilson 
in Toronto Financial Pc st 
Ottawa—When family allowances 
come into effect, July 1 of this year,
